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MORE BLOODSHED. 
N ew O r le a n s , March 
19.—A rthur 
Dunn, one of the state’s law yers in the 
Hennessey ease, W ednesday night shot 
and killed fra n k W aters, a w riter on 
the Sunday Sun, a sensational weekly. 
The 
difficulty 
arose 
from 
a dis­ 
cussion 
of the operations 
of 
the 
com m ittee of fifty in the Hennessy 
case. 
W aters 
denounced the oper­ 
ations of Saturday to a crowtl of listen­ 
ers, and when Dunn replied W aters 
asked him why he did not take it up. 
Both drew revolvers and fired. 
Frank 
\V aters received a wound through the 
head, which killed him alm ost instant­ 
ly. 
A rthur Dunn was shot twice, once 
through the abdomen, and is seriously 
wounded. 
W aters’ body was taken to the po­ 
lice headquarters, 
while Dunn was 
sent to Charity hospital, and after be­ 
ing carefully examined by House Sur­ 
geon Miles was placed in w ard 14. 
No 
one was allowed to see him. 
During 
the shooting 
tw o 
bystanders were 
slightly wounded, one in the arm and 
another in the leg. 
Dunn was an E ighth w ard politician, 
then a captain of police, was defeated 
for the position of police recorder ut 
the last election, and studied law. 
He 
was one of the state’s attorneys in the 
recent trial. 
W aters was form erly a 
reporter on an afternoon paper, and 
while acting as such four years ago he 
w as attacked by state assessor Joseph 
Baker, of the E ighth ward, and W aters 
killed him. 
The killing is supposed to 
have been an outcome of the B aker 
feud, Dunn being a friend of the dead 
assessor. 
The grand jury began its investiga­ 
tion in earnest Wednesday, but did not 
confine itself to the occurrences a t the 
prison last Saturday. 
I t is searching 
for the corruption which was at the bot­ 
tom of the people’s uprising. Most of the 
day was devoted to detective D. C. 
O’M alley and the Hennessy jury. 
The 
grand jury did not retu rn any indict­ 
ments, but it is know n th a t a true bill 
for bribery upon tw o counts has been 
decided on, and it w ill be brought into 
court to-day. 
The nam e on the back of 
the indictm ent is th at of D. C. O’Malley. 
The citizens’ com m ittee is actively 
cooperating w ith the grand jury, al­ 
though the la tte r is investigating the 
former. 
The com m ittee this 
even­ 
ing had an interview w ith several of 
the mem bers of the Hennessy jury, 
and some able law yers put 
them 
on 
the 
rack 
of 
a 
searching 
cross-examination. The com m ittee has 
also been w orking in other directions 
and the grand jury will have some im 
portan t testim ony to w ork on before 
m any days. 
D istrict A ttorney Luzen- 
burg, owing to the national im portance 
the m atter is assuming, has w ritten a. 
letter to Atty.-Gen. Rogers asking ffim 
to 
take 
charge 
of the 
investiga­ 
tion before the grand jury. 
Judge 
Rogers will probably respond to the 
invitation by offering his services. Gov. 
Nicholls w ill aw ait the grand ju rv ’s re­ 
port before sending his full explana­ 
tion of Saturday’s affair to Secretary 
Blaine. 
The governor has telegraphed 
to the secretary to th at effect, and at 
present he could hardly say more than 
has been said to the newspapers. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 19.— Baron Fava 
has received the report of the Italian 
consul a t New Orleans on the New Or­ 
leans lynching and laid it before Secre­ 
tary Blaine. 
Consul Corti’s review of 
the circum stances is looked upon as a 
forcible one. 
Its chief point is the di­ 
rectness w ith 
which 
the responsi­ 
bility 
for 
the 
killing 
is 
laid 
a t 
the 
door 
of 
M ayor 
Shake­ 
speare 
and 
the m unicipal author­ 
ities. 
Aside from th a t it is im portant 
as an official statem ent which receives 
the indorsem ent of M inister Fava and 
m ay form the basis of the official action 
to be taken by the Italian government. 
N aturally enough Consul Corti m akes a 
general defense of the Italian colony 
in New Orleans as distinguished from 
the crim inal classes. 
He asserts th a t 
im portant evidence was withheld. 
A 
synopsis follows: 
He makes a strong showing for his country, 
men, alleging that while the state had a good 
case some of Its proofs were contradictory 
and deficient. He adds that to his personal 
knowledge Sunzen and Natale, two of the 
prisoners indicted for murder, were nowhere 
near Chief Hennessy at the time be was shot. 
Sig. Corti further asserts that had not Mayor 
Shakespeare issued a proclamation before the 
trial attributing the crime to Italians there 
would have been no miscarriage of justice 
The most active of the regulators were mem- 
bere of the extra judicial committee of fifty 
appointed 
by 
the 
mayor 
last 
October 
After 
eulogizing 
the 
character 
of 
the 
Italian population the consul says this does 
not exclude the fact that there are among them 
about IOO criminals escaped from Italian pris­ 
ons, most of them long since naturalized as 
Americans, mixed up in the city and state poli­ 
tics and caressed and protected by politicians 
through whose support several have obtained 
important political places. Their especial oc­ 
cupation was to naturalize the newly-arrived 
Italians here. 
Referring to the verdict Consul Corti says 
that it was not accepted joyfully by the popula­ 
tion there is no doubt. But all of the prisoners 
were not to be released, as they were yet under 
indictment for “lying in walt to murder.” He 
writes: 
"There is no douot that there was a party 
adverse t# the prisoners that wanted them 
condemned at any cost, either for pecuniary 
interest or to justify 
assertions made by 
the 
mayor 
from the beginning that the 
Italians were tho guilty ones, or to get rid 
of dangerous characters. 
The threatening 
letters addressed to me and to others to 
prevent us from making any declaration in 
court proves plainly the existence of this other 
party. But all this does not justify the murder 
of defenseless prisoners. The violent articles 
in the evening papers of the 13th and the ap­ 
peal made by some of the members of tho 
committee of fifty to the people to assemble 
to take steps to remedy the verdict of the 
Jury could not leave any 
Qoubt 
as 
to 
what was proposed. AU that was necessary 
to avoid the massacre was to remove the 
prisoners. 
If Saturday morning, when the 
crowd of armed men were gathering around 
the Clay statue and before the Incendiary 
speeches of Parkorson. Wickliffe and Walter 
Benegro, the mayor had ordered the transfer 
lf the prisoners or had sent a sufficient force to 
Asperse the crowd the people would have been 
•pared such a spectacle.” 
When Saturday morning the consul called 
>n the mayor he was not to be found. He saw, 
mstead, at the city hall the sheriff and the 
attorney general. When he applied to the gov 
srnor for protection for his countrymen he re­ 
solved the reply that he could not do anything 
without a request from the mayor, who, it was 
•lid, was at the Pickwick club. 
In transmitting' this document to 
Secretary Blaine Minister Fava loiter* 
ates his confidence in the friendliness 
Bf .tho United States aud its d&a 
& 


tee justice done, 'a s 'w as conveyed In 
Secretary Blaine’s telegram to Gov. 
Nicholls. The next contribution to the 
subject w h’ch is aw aited w ith most in­ 
terest is the letter of Gov. Nicholls to 
the secretary, which has not yet been 
made public. 
T here are precedents enough a t hand 
showing th a t the United States cannot 
be held responsible legally in the way 
of dam ages for the killing of th e Sicil­ 
ians. 
But th at does not affect the m ain 
question, which is how fa r the m oral 
responsibility of the federal govern­ 
m ent goes and to w hat extent the Ital­ 
ian governm ent can look to it for rep­ 
aration.

mously. 
Secretary 
Beck’s

showed th at seven charters had>been is­ 
sued for new societies. 
The national 
league now comprises thirty-tw o local 
societies, w ith a total m em bership of 
6,741, one-third of whom reside in New 
York. 
Philadelphia has 600 members, 
P ittsburgh 320, Cincinnati 321 and Chica­ 
go 253. 
President W olsieffer’s annual address, 
read ju st before 
adjournm ent, 
re­ 
viewed 
the 
w ork 
of 
the 
year 
and argued 
th a t 
the 
league had 
come 
to 
stay. 
He 
had 
corre­ 
sponded w ith local societies and found 
th a t upon the question w hether the 
league affiliates w ith the federation • of 
labor the prevailing sentim ent was 
about evenly divided. 
He advised th a t 
no action be taken by them w ith w hich 
the league would surrender its present 
independent organization and powers. 
A t the evening session resolutions 
w ere adopted denouncing the treasury 
departm ent decision perm itting the ad­ 
mission and com petition of foreign 
m usicians under the alien contract law. 
I t was expressly aim ed a t the adm is­ 
sion of the Strauss orchestra and its 
m usical instrum ents, and a com m ittee 
w ill be appointed to m ake a test case 
and determ ine the validity of the de­ 
cision of the late Secretary Windoin.

•long the coast the bodies of 6 men, 
18 women, 7 boys and I girl w ere 
washed ashore. 
One of the wom en 
when her body w as taken from the 
w ater was found to have h er arm s 
firmly locked around the corpse of her 
child. 
The rem ains of the unfortunate 
people were taken to a cem etery in the 
Spanish lines, where an inquest w as 
held. 
N ot until now lias it been possible to 
give an account of the cause of th e 
catastrophe.

flectors upon the disabled steam ship, 
lighting up the agony of her passengers 
and show ing clearly the terrible position 
in which they were placed. 
H ere and 
there w ere the w arships’ sm all boats, 
m anned by sturdy b lu ejack ets, who 
strained every nerve 
as they bent 
to 
th eir 
oars 
in 
th a t 
heavy 
sea, w hile striving gallantly to be first 
to reach the drow ning passengers of 
the Utopia. 
Petersen, a Sw*edish quarterm aster, 
says th a t w hile on board th e U topia 
afte r the collision he w as surrounded 
by a terrible m ass of hum an beings, 
fighting their w ay desperately and sav- 
agely, regardless of sex o r age, to ­ 
w ards the boats. 
Men, women and 
children tum bled and clim bed over each 
other in th a t horrible fight for a chance 
of escape from drow ning. 
One poor 
woman, who w as rescued by Anson’a 
blue jackets, w ent raving m ad w hen 
she w as convinced th a t h er children 
w ere drowned. 
T here were sim ilarly 
distressing incidents by th e score, the 
m ost aw ful of all occurring when tho 
Utopia, w ith a final desperate larch, 
sank w ith its hum an freight clinging 
about it and drew hundreds of living 
persons down w ith it. 
M any of those 
who had sprung into the sea as they saw 
th a t the steam ship could not 
float 
m any m om ents longer, were th en also 
draw n down in the whirlpool caused by 
the Utopia’s disappearance. Some cam e 
to the surface again for a few m om ents 
before sinking finally in th e ir w atery 
tombs. Others, m ore lucky, w ere able 
to cling to pieces of w reckage, floating 
spars oars, gratings, hatchw ays, boats, 
life belts, etc., and thus k ep t them ­ 
selves above w ater until rescued by th e 
w arships’ boats.

The illustration suggests three points: 
Advertising matter should be pkiin in 
composition, it should suggest the in­ 
dividuality of the advertiser, and it 
should be continued indefinitely in use. 
Of course the plan referred to in the fore­ 
going is better adapted to paid matter in 
the form of “readers” than to displayed 
advertising. 
In mercantile advertising where dis­ 
play is used it is well to make one ad­ 
vertisement have relation to another 
which is to follow. Having secured the 
attention of a reader for his announce­ 
ment tho advertiser can catch him for 
tho next by a line inviting particular 
notice to tho proclamation which will 
appear in the same paper the next day 
or the next week, as the case may be. 
The study of methods is one which 
every advertiser can make very profit­ 
able. Newspaper advertising is a neces­ 
sity for the good business man, and pays 
him well; hut he can multiply its re­ 
turns by using his space with energy 
and judgment.
